To  His  Worship  the  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Folkestone. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1933. 

Apart  from  rather  a high  incidence  of  Pneumonia  in  February 
the  general  health  of  the  Borough  throughout  the  year  was 
extremely  good. 

The  Death  Rate  per  thousand  of  population  was  11.2,  which 
in  view  of  the  age  incidence  compares  very  favourably  with  that 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  ages  at  death  are  shown  on 
page  8. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  55  per  thousand  births.  This 
also  compares  favourably  with  the  64  per  thousand  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  low  hgure  undoubtedly  indicating  the  good  work 
carried  out  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the 
Health  Visitors.  Out  of  the  24  infant  deaths  it  is  a matter  for 
remark  and  congratulation  that  only  5 could  be  attributed  to 
acquired  disease. 

I would  again  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Matron  and 
Staff  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Staff  for  their  loyalty  and  steady  devotion  to 
work,  and  to  Mr.  Staff,  the  senior  clerk,  for  his  help  in  compiling 
the  report.

Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year. 

There  were  24  deaths  registered  under  the  above  heading  ; 
5 of  these  were  illegitimate. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  based  upon  the  number  of  births 
registered  in  the  same  period,  429,  is  at  the  rate  of  55  per  thousand 
births.  This  figure  again  is  very  good,  the  continued  low  rate 
indicating  a satisfactory  number  of  healthy  children  between 
the  ages  of  one  year  and  five  years.

A motor  ambulance  is  available  for  the  above  mentioned 
class  of  cases.  This  is  kept  at  the  hre  station. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  is  established  at  the  Public  Health  Department  at  Foord 
Road.  The  two  Health  Visitors,  Mrs.  Sievwright  and  Miss 
Collier  attend  daily  to  give  advice.  This  Clinic  is  held  on  two 
afternoons  in  the  week,  Monday  and  Thursday.  The  Ante-natal 
Clinic  is  held  on  Friday  afternoon.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  in  attendance  at  all  Clinics.

Midwives. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  area  is  seven. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

All  cases  of  maternal  death  in  childbirth  and  cases  of  puer- 
peral fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  have  been  the  subject  of  in- 
vestigation in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  requirements. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  above  scheme 
your  Council,  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
are  amply  provided  with  the  necessary  information.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  appointed  investigator,  assisted  by  the 
staff  of  Health  Visitors.  Hitherto  I have  always  inquired  into 
Maternal  as  well  as  Infant  Deaths  and  have  worked  in  accord 
with  the  private  practitioners.

This  is  carried  out  thoroughly  and  effectively  by  the  Chief 
Nurse,  Nurse  Sievwright,  and  her  assistant.  Nurse  Collier. 

Mrs.  Sievwright  has  an  intimate  and  hrst-hand  knowledge 
of  the  home  conditions  of  all  who  attend  at  the  Centre,  a know- 
ledge which  is  of  untold  value,  linking  up,  as  it  does,  the  work 
of  the  Centre  with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Service.

The  functions  of  this  service  are  now  in  a very  satisfactory 
state.  A roster  containing  particulars  of  all  children  is  kept  in 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Close  supervision  is 
being  continuously  exercised,  the  foster-parents  being  visited  at 
irregular  intervals.  Any  cases  of  neglect  are  promptly  dealt 
with  and  necessary  warnings  given  when  required,  I am  happy 
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to  be  able  to  state  that  the  various  notices  are  being  sent  in 
correctly  and  to  time,  and  the  whole  system  would  appear  to  be 
working  smoothly  and  well.

The  Borough  water  supply  is  therefore  under  constant 
observation  and  everything  that  can  be  done  to  ensure  con- 
tinued safety  of  supply  is  being  carried  out.

This  water, 
which  evidentally  comes  from  the  greensand  and  not  from  the 
chalk,  is  very  “ hard  and  it  will  be  noted  that  the  “ permanent 
hardness  ''  is  very  much  greater  than  in  chalk  supplies.

On  April  5th  the  Council  approved  of  the  Radnor  Street 
Clearance  Scheme  formulated  by  the  Health  Committee  under 
the  powers  of  the  Housing  Act  (1930),  Part  I Sec.  I,  comprising 
approximately  some  117  structural  items,  of  which  70  are  occupied 
as  dwellings. 
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On  September  6th  the  Council  also  approved  of  Housing 
proposals  for  inclusion  in  the  scheme  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  a five-year  Housing  Programme. 

This  scheme  is  an  Improvement  Area  comprised  of  approxi- 
mately 25  houses,  the  closure  of  two  Mews  ” containing  28 
dwellings,  a small  Clearance  Area  comprising  8 occupied  dwellings 
and  some  8 individual  houses  for  demolition. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  were  three  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  during  the 
year.  These  were  dealt  with  successfully. 


Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  By-Laws 
and  Regulations. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses,  numbering  three,  are  con- 
trolled by  By-Laws.  By-Laws  are  still  needed  for  Houses 
let  in  lodgings,  vans,  tents,  etc.,  and  Offensive  Trades  such  as 
Rag  and  Bone  Merchants,  Fried  Fish  Shops,  etc. 


Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  great  need  and  demand  for  additional  swimming 
facilities  in  the  form  of  an  Open-air  Swimming  Pool  ; the  Borough 
contains  many  schools,  private  and  State,  with  children  of  all 
ages  taking  lessons  in  swimming.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  im- 
mediate consideration  will  be  given  to  this  question,  which  is 
of  vital  interest  to  health  and  is  a true  measure  of  Preventive 
Medicine. 


Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

Rag  Flock  is  not  manufactured  in  Folkestone,  but  is  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  bedding  by  6 hrms.  The  necessary  in- 
spections have  been  made. 

Schools. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Sanitary  condition  and 
water  supply  of  the  Schools,  and  in  the  action  taken  in  relation 
to  infectious  diseases,  (given  fully  in  my  past  reports).  During 
the  past  years  these  arrangements  have  been  in  every  way 
satisfactory  and  efficacious.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD.

Samples  of  milk  supplied  from  outside  the  Borough  and 
of  locally  produced  milk  are  taken  periodically  and  submitted 
to  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  for  estimate  of  bacterial 
content  and  for  presence  or  otherwise  of  tubercle  bacilli.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  methods  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  which  are  fully  described  in  my  past  annual  reports, 
have  been  carried  on  continuously  and  successfully,  without 
change,  during  the  past  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Of  the  six  notified  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  three  were  due 
to  bacillus  typhosus,  two  to  Paratyphoid  “ B and  one  was  a 
mixed  infection  of  the  typhoid  bacillus  with  Paratyphoid  “ B.” 
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Of  the  three  cases  of  infection  with  the  typhoid  bacillus,  one 
appeared  to  be  due  to  infection  abroad,  one  to  the  consumption 
of  ''  whelks,”  and  the  source  of  the  third  case  could  not  be  traced. 

I think  attention  needs  to  be  drawn  to  the  marked  value 
of  Ehrlich's  ” diazo  reaction,”  a simple  urine  test  applicable 
by  the  practitioner  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  these  infections. 
Not  sufficient  use  is  made  of  this  rather  spectacular  test. 

The  early  appearance  of  the  reaction,  5th  or  6th  day,  makes 
the  test,  in  my  opinion,  of  greater  diagnostic  value  than  the 
serum  reaction  of  Widal. 

Just  as  more  attention  should  be  given  to  this  test  in  Enteric 
infections,  so  greater  use  should  be  made  of  Caffeine-Sodium- 
Salicylate  in  the  treatment  of  collapse  and  cardiac  failure  occurring 
in  Diphtheria.  One  grain  can  be  given  hourly  by  hypoder- 
mic injection.  It  is  a stimulant  which  often  acts  when  all  other 
remedies  are  ineffective  ; direct  heart-stimulants  can  only  flog 
an  over-tired  horse,  and  do  more  ultimate  harm  than  immediate 
good. 

It  is  perhaps,  owing  to  the  action  of  Caffeine-Sodium- 
Salicylate  on  the  medulla  or  central  nervous  system  combined 
with  its  action  on  the  renal  circulation  that  this  drug,  apparently 
unknown,  has  such  excellent  effects. 


Tuberculous  IVleningitis. 

It  would  appear  that  in  two  instances  of  death  from  this 
disease,  the  source  of  infection  was  probably  the  mother  of  the 
children  who  was  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
that  in  one  other  case  the  source  of  infection  was  proved  to  be 
due  to  tuberculous  cow’s  milk. 

These  proved  double  sources  of  infection  are  perhaps  of 
added  interest  in  view  of  the  article  on  ” Human  and  Bovine 
Bacilli  in  Tuberculous  Meningitis,”  written  by  Dr.  Stanley 
Griffith  in  the  Lancet  (for  30th  June,  1934). 

During  the  year  I saw,  at  the  request  of  practitioners  con- 
cerned, two  cases  where  doubt  existed  as  to  the  diagnosis  of 
Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Of  these  two  cases,  one  proved  to  be,  as  I suspected,  a case 
of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  and  the  other  a case  of  Tuberculous 
Meningitis. 
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The  case  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  a child,  is  the  second  case 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  which  an  apparently  com- 
plete recovery  has  been  made. 

Paracentesis  of  the  cord  and  injection  of  serum  was  carried 
out  on  only  one  occasion  in  this  case,  and  in  both  cases  it  would 
seem  that  no  organic  or  structural  damage  had  been  left  by  the 
disease. 

Prognosis  is  favourably  altered  by  early  diagnosis  and  early 
treatment. 

One  case  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  proved  to  be  Streptococcal 
Meningitis.

III.  Source  of  Water  Supply. 

(a)  For  the  Port. 

(b)  For  Shipping. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  Southern  Railway 
Company’s  service  in  both  cases,  which  is  obtained  from  springs 
in  greensand  strata  at  Saltwood  and  Martello  tunnel,  collected 
in  an  underground  reservoir  at  Junction  Station,  Folkestone,  and 
from  there  piped  to  harbour. 

This  supply  is  of  satisfactory  quality. 

As  stated  previously,  the  Company’s  reservoir  received 
cleansing  and  reconstruction,  including  the  roof  and  immediate 
surroundings. 

(c)  No  water  boats  are  in  use. 

IV.  Infectious  Disease. 

(1)  Arrangements  for  the  detection  of  infectious  disease 
on  inward  vessels. 

Masters  of  vessels  report  to  H.M.  Customs  who  are  in 
telephonic  communication  with  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  notihcation  to  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  on  the  arrival  of  inward  vessels  requiring  special 
attention. 

H.M.  Customs  and  the  Harbour  Master  are  in  telephonic 
communication  with  the  Health  Department  who  communicate 
at  once  with  the  Port  Medical  Officer  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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All  passenger  vessels  are  equipped  with  wireless  and  arc 
in  constant  touch  with  the  wireless  station  at  the  Port. 

Information  by  wireless  of  time  of  arrival  is  the  routine 
practice,  and  information  of  vessels  requiring  special  attention 
is  transmitted  when  necessary. 

(3)  Boarding  of  vessels  on  arrival. 

All  passenger  vessels  are  boarded  at  the  quays  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  and  the  cargo  boats  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  communicates  with  the  Port  Medical  Officer  when  required. 
In  the  case  of  a vessel  not  having  a clean  bill  of  health  as  regards 
infectious  disease  the  vessel  is  boarded  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer,  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Customs  Officers  before  anyone 
on  board  is  allowed  to  leave  the  vessel.  The  Port  Medical  Officer, 
after  making  an  inspection,  gives  the  necessary  instructions.  An 
approved  boarding  station  is  defined  but  in  consequence  of  the 
open  roadstead  it  would  probably  mean  the  vessel  having  to  be 
sent  to  the  Downs. 

(4)  Arrangements  for  disposal  of  cases  of  infectious  dis- 
eas and  for  observation  etc.,  of  contacts. 

The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  as  well  as  the  Smallpox 
Hospital,  the  first  some  J mile,  the  latter  about  a mile,  from  the 
Port,  are  available  for  treatment  of  infectious  cases  and  there  is 
also  accommodation  for  contacts  at  the  same. 

(5)  Arrangements  for  disinfection  of  infected  quarters, 
bedding,  etc. 

The  steam  disinfector  (Thresh)  is  available  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Disinfection  of  quarters  is  carried  out  by  the  disin- 
fecting staff  by  means  of  Formaldehyde. 

(6)  Arrangements  for  cleansing  of  persons. 

The  Cleansing  Station  is  established  at  the  East  Cliff 
Works  for  cleansing  and  disinfesting  verminous  persons. 

(7)  Arrangements  for  Ambulance  Transport. 

A motor  ambulance  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  available 
and  is  fitted  for  two  stretcher  cases,  besides  driver,  attendant 
and  nurse. 

(8)  Arrangements  for  detection  and  treatment  of  Vener- 
eal Disease  amongst  sailors. 
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Notices  are  issued  to  the  Masters  of  vessels  arriving  at  the 
Port  on  first  call  with  directions  as  to  where  to  apply  for  treat- 
ment. The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  available  for  emergency  advice. 
The  local  treatment  centre  is  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital. 

(9)  and  (10)  Arrangements  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  rats,  and  other  bacteriological  examinations. 

Facilities  exist  for  examination  of  bacteriological  and 
pathological  requirements  at  the  County  Laboratory  at  Maid- 
stone, with  which  the  Port  Medical  Officer  is  in  telephonic  com- 
munication. 

Tables  C.,  D.,  E.,  F.,  G.,  and  H.,  all  shew  a “ Nil  ''  Return. 

V.  lYleasures  against  Rodents. 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  Rodent  Plague. 

(a)  Vessels  are  inspected  on  arrival  and  the  Master 
interrogated  as  to  the  presence  or  otherwise  of  rats. 

(b)  The  nature  of  the  cargoes  of  vessels  trading  at  this 
port  is  not  such  that  would  be  likely  to  attract 
rats  in  quantity,  there  being  no  grain  or  food  stuffs 
of  that  nature  discharged  here. 

There  are  also  no  ware-houses  or  w’  arfs  of  that  nature  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Port.  The  quays  and  wharfs  are  periodically 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  rats  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Southern  Railway  Company’s  official  Rat  Officer. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between 
ships  and  the  shore. 

Zinc  hawser  baffles  are  in  use. 

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of : — 

(a) .  Ships. 

Fumigation  when  necessary. 

(b)  Premises  in  the  vicinity  of  docks  or  quays. 

Cats  on  the  customs  floor  and  quays.  Poison, 
red  squills,  Cyno  gas,  and  traps. 

(4)  Measures  taken  for  the  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in 
sh’’ps  and  on  shore. 
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The  masters  of  vessels  on  arrival  are  interrogated  and 
usually  report  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  during  the  course  of 
inspection,  ascertain  any  undue  prevalence  of  rats.  The  South- 
ern Railway  Company’s  rat  officer  periodically  deals  with  those 
on  shore. 

(5  Rat-proofing. 

In  consequence  of  the  fact  that  no  grain  stores  exist  at 
tlie  Port,  warehouses  are  not  required  as  all  the  foodstuffs  are 
loaded  direct  from  ships  to  the  trucks.
